Subject: Campus Moratorium on New Research Funding from Huawei and Corporate Affiliates 
Dear Colleagues: 

For some time, the federal government has raised concerns about Huawei Technologies Company, Ltd. (“Huawei”) and 
its corporate subsidiaries and affiliates. Last year, the National Defense Authorization Act established specific restrictions 
on the use of hardware from a number of Chinese entities, including Huawei based on national security concerns. The 
Berkeley campus is working with other campuses and the Office of the President to ensure full compliance with those 
restrictions. 

On 28 January 2019, the United States Department of Justice (“USDOJ”) issued two indictments against Huawei, certain 
of its affiliates, and its Chief Financial Officer. In New York, the USDOJ released a 13-count indictment charging the 
defendants with bank fraud, wire fraud, violations of economic sanctions, and conspiracy to commit money laundering. In 
Washington, Huawei was charged with theft of trade secrets, conspiracy to commit theft of trade secrets, wire fraud, and 
obstruction of justice. These are serious allegations and warrant a serious response. 

After careful internal review and consultation with peer institutions, I have decided that as a campus, UC Berkeley will 
not enter into or discuss new research collaborations with Huawei effective today, nor will we seek or accept new research 
gifts from the company or its subsidiaries and affiliates pending adjudication of the charges. UC Berkeley holds its 
research partners to the highest possible standards of corporate conduct, and the severity of these accusations raises 
questions and concerns that only our judicial system can address. 

We will, for the time being, continue to honor existing multi-year collaborative agreements and contracts with Huawei 
that provide support for research projects already underway. None of these projects involve sensitive technological secrets 
or knowledge. Since the 1930’s our University engages only in fundamental research whose results are openly shared and 
made accessible to all. In addition, none of the existing agreements provide the firm with unique or exclusive rights to 
intellectual property resulting from the research. To date, Huawei has been a responsible collaborator with the campus. 
Pending new information or developments, the University will continue to honor its contractual commitments. 

As in the past, we will continue to carefully monitor the conduct of Berkeley’s research partners and sponsors, and will 
not hesitate to respond, as needed, to future developments. If campus colleagues are unsure how this decision affects any of 
their projects, please contact my office at vcr@berkeley.edu.
